— During the week ended January 7, 36 cases 
of smallpox with 11 deaths were reported at the health office of the 
city of Naples. 

MAlS^CHtTBIA. 
Status ol Plague. 

Minister Rockhill, at St. Petersburg, reported January 5 to the 
Department of State : 

A bulletin issued December 23, by the plague commission, shows 
4 cases of plague with 4 deaths as occurring from December 12 to 16 
in Manchuria within the radius allotted to the East-Chinese railroad. 
From the beginning of the epidemic to December 16 there had been 
reported 486 cases among Chinese with 485 deaths and among 
Russians during the same period 11 cases with 10 deaths. 

The following information was received January 25 from the Depart- 
ment of State: 

Minister Calhoun at Peking reported, January 17 and 24, that plague 
was spreading with unabated virulence in Manchuria, the principal 
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points affected being Harbin and Mukden. The ravages of the disease 
appear to be confined to the lower classes of natives. At Harbin there 
have been 19 deaths among foreigners, of which 18 occurred among 
Russians intimately associated with natives of the lower classes, and 1 
death in the person of a French physician who had unduly exposed 
himself. All north China appears to be threatened. Cases are re- 
ported at Chefoo, Tientsin, and Paoting-f u, and at least two well-authen- 
ticated cases at Peking. The Chinese authorities are reported as taking 
active measures to prevent further spread of the disease. Second and 
third class travel has been suspended, and a quarantine station opened 
at Shan-hai-kwan, with a foreign ph5'sician in charge. First-class pas- 
sengers will be detained five days. 

The Chinese Government has invited the different nationalities rep- 
resented at Pekin to select and send specialists to Manchuria to inves- 
tigate the plague situation and suggest precautionary measures 
against the spread of the disease.
